THE CONNALLY RESERVATION 
The Connally Reservation is again before the 
Senate. It is a sign of the times that the people 
are not as excited about it in 1960 as they were 
in 1946 when it was passed. This Reservation is a 
declaration limiting the acceptance by the United 
States of the compulsory jurisdiction of the 
World Court. Were it. not for the Connally 
Reservation, the World Court could have ren­ 
dered decisions which might have nvant inter­ 
vention in the internal affairs of the United 
States. 
The passage of the Connally Reservation dis­ 
appointed those who had sought to develop the 
United Nations into a world government. In this, 
they failed at the time that the San Francisco 
Treaty was signed and whatever efforts they 
have since made have also failed because of the 
Russian use of the veto, the ganging up of the 
Asiatic and Alrican nations on the United States, 
and the emergence of the underdeveloped coun­ 
tries. Practically every significant international 
conference, in recent years, has taken place out­ 
side of the United Nations, just as the planned 
Summit Conference* Will take place outside of 
the United Nations. 
The World Court is a useful body, hut it was 
clearly understood at the time of the San Fran­ 
cisco Conference that the United Nations and the 
World Court would not “inteilejc with the do­ 
mestic affairs of the states composing the United 
Nations." 
The World Court is composed of 15 judges,

VALLEY VIGNETTES 
The Mary Powell 


Many oldsters among us can still 
rem em ber the Mary Powell — the 
"Queen of th e Hudson.” I^ong and 
slim and elegant, she was everything 
pleasant, a lady of character who 
played her role with color and d ig ­ 
nity. Built at Jersey City, N. J , in 
1861, she was designed, from the first, 
for records on the river. 
The spring of 1862 opened her 
am azing career; her home became the 
Rondout Creek at Kingston. Then, 
for m ore than 50 seasons she travelled 
her course, to New York City in the 
m orning, back in the afternoon—6300 
trips, 5,000,000 passengers, well over 
1.000,000 miles. Never a serious ac­ 
cident, never a person injured, and 
never a passenger boat going in the 
sam e direction was to pass her. She 
knew the river in all its mo<ids . . . 
the thunder heads at Tappan Zee. tne 
shifting w inds at the Highlands gate, 
the early m orning calms of Esopus 
Much tim e has parsed since she 
made her last run, and most of what 
is left lies buried at the bottom of 
Rondout Creek. But, even now when 
the day is bright and the wind is 
right, you can hear her bell. Then, 
in your m ind's eye, you can see the 
famous sidew heeler, her white lines 
outlined against the green of the 
river’s banks, her pennants flying, 
her w’alking beam beating a steady 
tempo. "Liston,” you 11 say, "the M ary 
Pow ell’s running on schedule There's 
her bell! S he’s coming in to make a 
landing!”

Dr. Wise said It also keeps pa­ 
tients from getting angry during 
their day’s work, improves their 
judgment and clear thinking

It can be 
obtained only on a doctor s pre­ 
scription.
